Early today the town of New Mlnden, 111., 25 miles southeast of St. 


Louis, was visited by a tornado which killed four people and injured a 
score of others.

At Gradyville, Ky., a cloudburst is said to have caused the loss of 


from ten to fifteen lives and washed away eight residences. 


At York, 111., last night-2 5 or 30 houses were destroyed and a num- 


ber of people are said to have been killed. 
Because of the loss of tele- 


graph -wires, exact details are not available. 


The storm is said to have been especially severe in southern Indiana 


and at Farmersburg and Sullivan much damage was dono by wind and 
rain. 


Dnquoin, 111., was also visited last night by the same storm that 


caused the destruction at York. 
A number of houses were blown down 


but no lives were lost.

The prisoner, who had been in poor 


health ever since his arrest, trembled, 
and when the governor informed him- 
that his wife was dead, he a'ppeared 
to be on the verge of collapse. 


He was told that Mrs. Hau drowned 


herself 
yesterday in a lake 
near 


Pfaefflkori, Switzerland. 


The news made Hau break down 


completely and taking advantage of 
the situation, the governor questioned 
him about the crime with .which he 
was charged. 


Then, in broken tones. Hau admit' 


ted that he murdered his 
wife's 


mother, which up to • the present he 
had strenuously denied. 


The confession of the prisoner was 


then taken down in writing and will 
be used against him at his approach- 
ing trial. 


Hau was in such a state of nervous- 


ness when taken back to his cell that 
the physician was sent for to attend 
to him. 


Hau's Crime Became Celebrated.'- 
The crime of Karl Hau has attract-' 


ed considerable attention owing io the 


Washington up to the time of his go- 
ng' abroad with his family about a 
year ago. Hau's father was wealthy 
and a former member of the reichstag 
and his mother was a baroness. The 
'ather of his wife was coujt physician 
of the grand duke of Baden. 


After.leaving.the United States Hai 


went to Constantinople with the inten 
tion of-obtaining a valuable conces 
sion from the Turkish government in 
connection with an oil depot at Tsbi 
bukli, but he appears to have been un 
successful.

What holds good in hygiene and pre- 


ventive medicine in the larger cities, 
also is applicable in cities of smaller 
population.

ever advantages may be had for their 
welfare in this 
direction, children 


must depend upon parents for protec- 
tion from such scourges as each year 
wrings and swells the mortality rate 
;o numbers beyond belief. Tho s 
tlstics bearing upon this phase of the 
public health 
show 
a 
tremendous 


death rate in children under five years 
of age, becoming higher as the age 
comes nearer to the newly born. The 
months of July and August furnish 
one-third of these fatalities each year. 
This is because of the extremely hot 
weather. Heat kills off babies and 
children largely because it spoils their 
milk. A glance at the reports o£ the 
department of health 'of the city of 
Chicago, taken .as an example, will 
show that for six years previous to 
1895 there bad been 06,003 deaths, of 
infants and children under flve years 


of age, while during the same period 
of time ending 1905,there had been 51,- 
)4G such deaths. According lo tho Uni- 
.ed States census the under-flve-years

So that instead 
of the 51,046 under five years In the 
second period above referred to there 
would have been, had the death rate 
of tho first period continued, 85,083 
deaths, or 34,757 more deaths than ac- 
tually did occur in the second period. 
These 34,757 children were 
saved 


largely by closer attention to their 
food supply. 


Of course the proper food for in- 


fants is the mother's milk. Mothers 
need advice on this point only in such 
cases as that the mother is herself 
sick, or when the supply Is not suffi- 
cient or the quality poor. Should arti- 
ficial feeding be resorted to as a rule 
any fairly healthy mother will be able 
to supply her baby until it is six or 
eight months old, or the age when it 
begins to cut its teeth.

time it is decidedly dangerous to give 
infants solid food, even a morsel ol 
anything but its mother's milU, excepl 
it be water in small quantities occa 
sionally, but never Immediately afte 
nursing.

This treatment of milk amounts 
to what is known as pasteurizing or 
sterilizing, and the purpose is to kil 
in the milk all germ life, which.cause; 
diarrhoeal disease .that is responsible 
for the high death rate among Infants 


It should be further stated that such 


milk is too rich for newly born babies 
and therefore barley water should b 
used to dilute it. Barley water Is pre 
pared by boiling two tablespoonfuls o 
pearl barley In four cups of water fo 
an hour or more, or until it is boile 
down to two cupfuls in measure, afte 
which it is strained through a clean 
cloth that has never been used for any 
other purpose. Then add a pinch of 
salt and sweeten with pure sugar of 
milk to resemble breast milk and add 
this to a cup of scalded milk as above 
described. 
Commence feeding, grad- 


ually using more milk and less barley 
water until at six months of age the 
child is getting two-thirds milk and 
one-third barley water. 


Then comes pure 
milk. Next to 


healthy breast milk this makes as 
good a food as a child can be given up 
to the time It gets its teeth, always 
remembering that all milk should be 
scalded. Then comes bread and milk, 
baked potato and milk, and oatmeal, 
which should always be boiled two 
hours. 


A newly born baby's stomach will 


hold two or three tablespoonfuls in 
quantity. If the baby vomits it has 
either over-loaded its stomach or Us 
food is too rich.

surface of the ground. In some cases, however, this will be Impossible, as 
cuttings will have failed to start lop buds and it will be necessary to go 
below the surface to find a smooth, suitable part of the stalk, where graft- 
Ing Is possible. 


For stalks up to two-thirds of an Inch in diameter, tongue and wire 


grafting are best. For larger vines, up to three quarters of an Inch, a modi- 
fication of the ordinary tongue graft Is the best. Reference to the cut will 
show how it Is modified. 


If the tongue graft were made In the usual way, with stalks of this 


size, It would be necessary to use excessively large scions, which is unde- 
sirable, or to have tho barks unite only on one side.
